Sugar Prices 


To Be Probed 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Con­ 
gressional investigators want to 
know if speculators are behind 
the recent upsurge in raw sugar 
prices. 
Prices for raw sugar have ris­ 
en from 6.5 cents a ponud a 
month ago to 8.02 cents on Sept. 
25 and 8.5 cents on Oct. 2. 
Rep. Leonor K. Sullivan, D-Mo., 
chairman of a House consumers 
subcommittee, said yesterday she 
planned to hold a hearing later 
this month. She wants to ask su­ 
gar industry representatives to 
explain the unusual rise in prices. 
“We will give the sugar indus­ 
try's witnesses a full opportunity 
to explain the reasons as they 
see them,” she said. 
Her subcommittee already has 
investigated a sharp rise in re­ 
tail sugar prices earlier this year 
when consumer prices rose from

‘‘Florida is under the gun,” 
said forecaster Gilbert Clark of 
the Miami Weather Bureau. 


The 
season’s 
sixth 
tropical 
storm slowed to a dead walk 
after hitting the mountain ranges 
of eastern Cuba. 


At 8 a.m., the vicious hurri­ 
cane, which already has claimed 
at least 41 lives, was located 70 
miles southeast of Camaguey in 
central Cuba, near latitude 20.7 
north, longitude 77.0 west and was 
moving 
northwest 
to 
west- 
northwest at 7 m.p.h. 


“This storm is very hard to pin 
down,” Clark said. ‘i t is over 
land and it could go anywhere.” 


“It could even veer to the 
south, but right now it is on a 
course that will bring it directly 
south of Florida, and this is bad.”

SAIGON (UPI) - A Buddhist 
monk burned himself to death in 
the central park square here to­ 
day, increasing to six the number 
of such protest suicides since this 
country’s "Buddhist crisis” began 
in May. 
Reporters s u rn rn o n e d to the 
scene by anonymous telephone

SAIGON (UPI) — Terrorist 
dynamiters believed to be Com­ 
munists bombed a bar-restaurant 
Friday night in Vinh Long, about 
60 miles south of here, wounding 
IO U. S. servicemen and IO Viet­ 
namese men and women. 


A U. S. military spokesman 
said today 6 of the IO Americans 
were injured “painfully but not 
seriously.” It was not clear im­ 
mediately whether the four others 
were hurt more or less seriously 
than the six. 


Vietnamese sources said two 
seriously i n j u r e d Vietnamese 
girls were hospitalized in Can 
Tho, the city nearest Vinh Long. 


Indiscriminate bombing of pub­ 
lic places was a method often 
used by the Communists in their 
war against the French, but such 
incidents have occurred relative­ 
ly seldom since South Viet Nam 
became independent in 1954. 


Authoritative American niiitary 
s o u r c e s said today the Reds 
have attacked Vietnamese govern­ 
ment outposts with increased fre­ 
quency in recent weeks, inflict­ 
ing “the highest number of cas­ 
ualties 
on 
government 
forces 
since the beginning of the year.” 
Government casualties in Sep­ 
tember totaled 2,400 compared 
with 
to 
1,500 in 
August, 
the 
sources said. They said the per­ 
centage increase in government 
losses was far higher than the 
proportionte i n c r e a s e in Red 
casulaties during the same per­ 
iod.

Upon investigating, he saw flames “shoot­ 
ing from all over” through the windows of the 
storeroom doors. 


Forced To Flee 


Hurak then grabbed a fire extinguisher in an 
attempt to douse the flames but was forced to 
make a hurried exit from the flaming building as 
portions of the ceiling began falling. 


“I stopped playing fireman,” he remarked 
“and went to the phone and called the operator.” 


Hurak said he then went and pushed open the 
doors, which automatically set off the ADT protec­ 
tive fire alarm. He also shut off the power in the 
emergency generator rooms.

A $3,(100,000 fire—the most spectacular in Bucks 
County history—completely destroyed the sprawling 
Atlantic Thrift Center and Shop-Rite Food Market 
in Fairless Hills early this morning. 


More than 300 volunteer firemen from 12 Lower 
Bucks companies fought the fiery, explosive blaze 
which was still smoldering nine hours after it was 
touched off at 2:07 a.m. 


Flames—shooting hundreds of feet into the air, 
and spiralling billows of smoke—resembling the 
first atomic bomb dropped on Hiroshima 18 years 
ago—could be seen for miles around in Trenton and 
Northeast Philadelphia. 


Homes in the nearby Vermilion Hill section of 
Levittown were endangered when sparks were 
showered from the inferno in the 750-foot long struc­ 
ture, located between Route I and Trenton Road.

Dept. Cuts 
Servicemen’s 
Overseas Pay 


WASHINGTON (UPP - It used 
to be in the armed services that 
if you had to take a boat to get 
to a duty post you were overseas 
and you got paid accordingly. But 
not any more. 


With a single stroke yesterday 
the Defense Department reduced 
the budget for overseas duty pay 
from $93 million to $35 million a 
year by eliminating overseas duty 
allowances 
for 
375,000 
enlisted 
men. 
The move is expected to draw 
some stiff protests from the troops 
because it virtually wipes out the 
new pay increases granted t h e 
troops this u'eek. 
Another 225,000 troops in Alas­ 
ka, the Panam a Canal Zone and 
other locations designated by De­ 
fense Secretary Robert S. McNa­ 
m ara will continue to receive the 
overseas allowances, which range 
from $8 to $22.50 a month. 
But in almost all of Western 
Europe, Hawaii and most of J a ­ 
pan the withdrawal of overseas 
allowances will almost completely 
offset the effect of the pay hikes 
voted by Congress, effective last 
Tuesday.

Red Glow 
A Falls Township police car, 
patrolling in the vicinity, then ra­ 
dioed the dispatcher to send out 
all 
available fire equipment. By 
this time, one of the police officers 
said, “ the whole place was a red 
glow.” 
Hurak, who is also an active 
member of the Bensalem Rescue 
Squad, stood (fazed outside the 
fire - devastated building watch­ 
ing 
firemen 
helplessly 
pouring 
gallons upon gallons of water on 
the inferno. Appearing somewhat 
in shock, he muttered ‘T m out 
of a job” as he watched the 
flames rapidly consume the en­ 
tire contents and fixtures inside 
the building. 


Only charred remains, includ­ 
ing hundreds of new shopping 
carts, were left inside the burn­ 
ed and battered concrete walls 
this morning 
s hundreds of curi­ 
ous drove by the holocaust. 
Plate glass windows in the front 
of Thrift Center popped out—left 
and right—as the heat grew in 
tensely. About an hour after the 
blaze began, there wasn’t a plate 
of glass left. 
Walls buckled and at one point 
it was feared the roof of Shop- 
Rite would go while several fire 
men were atop it. However, the 
fire fighters managed to save the 
roof, but little else. 
Aside 
from 
charred 
ruins, 
broken glass and smoldering re 
mains, all that was left at the 
entrance of the discount depart 
ment store were several hundred 
multi-colored chewing gum halls, 
spilled 
from 
fire 
- 
damaged 
machines. 
Leon Himelfarb of 163 Magnolia 
Drive, Levittown, manager of the 
Atlantic 
Thrift 
Center 
which 
opened last Aug. 22, said he was 
unable to determine the exact 
amount of damage. He did state 
there was about $1,500,000 of stock 
in the discount department store, 
one of eight in the chain through­ 
out the Delaware Valley. 
The fire, after starting in the 
toy storeroom, spread to open 
roofing and pancaked out to the 
southern and northern ends of 
the building. 
Several times during the blaze 
the towering flames turned 
to 
purple 
hues 
as 
oil, 
cleaning 
fluids, ammonia and other cans 
of material went up in smoke. 
Firemen were helpless in fight­ 
ing the raging fire despite the 
more than 50 pieces of appara­ 
tus called out. Water, played from 
an 85-foot aerial ladder of the 
Yardley-Makefield Fire Co., was 
unable to abate the roaring in­ 
ferno. 
Firemen Hurt 
One Yardley-Makefield fireman. 
Arthur Worrell, 46, was injured 
while helping fellow fire fighters 
in battering a hole into the wall 
of the Shop-Rite store. Taken to 
Mercer Hospital in Trenton by 
the 
Delaware 
Valley 
Rescue 
Squad, he was treated for a frac­ 
tured finger on his right hand 
and facial lacerations. 
The Delaware Valley squad also 
treated a 
Penndel fireman 
on 
the scene for a cut finger. 
Allen Barnhard. of Levittown 
Fire Co. No. I, stepped on a 
nail and 
was taken 
to Lower 
Bucks County Hospital for treat­ 
ment. 


Falls Township Patrolman Rus­ 
sell Bainbridge suffered a sprain­ 
ed right arm in a fall while on 


duty during the fire. He was 
treated at 
Mercer Hospital. 
Slows Traffic 
Despite the early-morning hour 
the huge fire attracted several 
hundred persons to the scene. 
Traffic on Route I 
was at a 
snail’s pace as passersby stop­ 
ped to get a glimpse of the flam­ 
ing spectacle. 
The blaze recalled to many ob­ 
servers other major fire in re­ 
cent years at Bargain City USA 
discount markets on Routt 413 in 
Bristol Township and in Horsham. 
Prior to its opening in late Au­ 
gust, the Atlantic Thrift Center 
was a Bargain City mart. 
Fire fighting operations were 
directed by Robert Jones, chief 
of Falls Township Fire Co. No. 
I.
